London, July 10.—Newspapers print 


dispatches from 
Johannesburg 
and 


Cape Town which concur as to the 
obscurity and complexity of the pro- 
posals of the Boers. Profound disap- 
pointment exists among the Outland- 
ers over Kruger's propositions. 


In Johannesburg it is believed that 


President Kruger is only dallying to 
gain time until the wet season makes 
campaigning difficult 
for the 
Brit- 


ishers. 


W. P. Schrenner, the cape premier, 


has addressed a letter to an Afrikander 
paper published in Cape Town, de- 
claring that there is no ground what- 
ever for the active interference of the 
imperial government in the Transvaal 
as the Boer proposals are satisfactory. 
This has aroused great indignation in 
Cape Colony, where it is regarded as 
mischievous, ill timed and calculated 
to encourage President Kruger and to 
embarrass Sir Alfred Milner.

Cape Town, July 10.—W. P. Schrein- 


er, prime minister of the colony of the 
Cape of Good Hope, says the cape gov- 
ernment regards the Transvaal's re- 
form proposals as adequate and cal- 
culated to insu?e a peaceful settlement. 
The colonial premier, however, repre- 
sents the Afrikander element. Sir 
John Gordon 
Sprigg,

minister and colonial secretary, who is 
an ardent imperialist, considers them

dents of Chicago, at a meeting here,

tions, the instincts nor the necessities 
of the American nation call for such 
an alliance, and that wo, as Polish- 
American citizens, protest against it 
and pledge ourselves to vote and work 
against any political candidate or any 
party who may advocate it.

Manilla, J ily 10.—The country along 


the American south and bay lines Is 
literally flooded as a result of the rain- 
storms of the past two days. 


The soldiers are suffering great dis- 


comfort. 
The Thirteenth infantry 


regiment at Pasay is in the worst posi- 
tion, being practically surrounded by 
water. The bridges that were used for 
getting supplies have 
been washed 


away, and some of the companies are 
now separated 
by streams six 
feet 


deep. 
In 
many cases the men are 


sleeping with three feet of water be- 
neath their bunks, which are elevated 
on cracker boxes. The company cooks, 
when preparing the meals, stand knee 
deep in water. Some of the roads lead- 
ing to Pasay are simply impassable, 
and the ricefields on all sides are one 
great lake. A high wind blew over 
several tents of the Second reserve 
hospital.
